Advances Averaged 16 Per Cent. 

According to unofficial figures made 
by the commission, thé advances shown 
by the tariffs filed by the lines in clas- 
territory averaged about 16 
per cent over existing rates... The in- 
creases apply to both class and com- 
modity rates. Taking the present vol- 
ume of traffic as a Dasis, an increase 
of 16 per cent would amount to an 
advance for all the railroads in the 
entire territory of approximately $500,- 
000,000 a year. 

This advance is distributed among 
413 different transportation lines, be- 
ing an average of something more than 
$1,000,000 a year each. Of course, the 
total amount of increase will be dis- 
tributed proportionately to the tonnage 
of freight handled by the various 
roads, the increases in the rates being 
substantially the same in all cases.

TAFT WORRIED 
BY THE SILENCE. 
OF ROOSEVELT.

Presiden Is Anxious fo Learn 
- dust What the Colonel In- 
lends fo Do 


NOT A CHEER FOR TAFT 
GIVEN BY ‘ROOSEVELT 


President Worried by Failure 
to Secure Roosevelt’s  In- 
dorsement—Taft Sends Emis- 
sary to Sagamore Hill to 
Find Out Roosevelt’s Atti- 
tude in the Campaign. 


Oyster Bay, August 14.—Ex-Presi- — 
dent Roosevelt announced today that 
Lloyd C.. Griscom, chairman of the 
New York republican county commit- 
tee, will come to Sagamore Bay tomor- 
row morning for a conference. Mr. 
Griscom. spent last night with Presi- 
dent Taft at Beverly, and although 
Colonel Roosevelt will not say so, it 
is known that Mr. Griscom will come 
to Sagamore Hill as the bearer of an 
important message from President 
Taft. The conrerence, tnerefore, will 
be of more than usual importance. 

Mr. Griscom took luncheon with Colo- 
nel Roosevelt in New York on Friday 
before departing for Beverly, and they 
discussed, among other things, the 
county chairman’s approaching visit to 
the president. As soon as Mr. Gris- 
com returned today from the sum- 
mer capital he telephoned to Colonel 
Roosevelt an urgent request for a con- 
ference with him as s00n as possible. 
Cotonel Roosevelt asked him to come 
to Sagamore Hill tomorrow morning. 
Taft Wants to Get Line on Roosevelt. 

The colonel would add nothing to 
the bare announcentent that Mr.’ Gris- 
com was to come, except to say that 
he had read with great interest the 
dispatches from Beverly intimating 
that the president is. expecting Ballin- 
ger to resign, and that Senator Aldrich 
ahnd.-Speaker}Cannon in the _ future 
até to be in ‘less direct contact with 
the administration. He refused _ to 
give his views on this subject, or to 
say whether the message which Mr. 
Griscom bears constitutes another 
step in the administration’s program 
for readjusting conditions within the 
party. ; 

It is believed here, however, that as 
a result of Mr. Griscom’'s visit the ex- 
act relations between the president and 
the ex-president will be more clearly 
defined, even though no public an- 
nouncement be made. Since Colonel 
Roosevelt's return from Africa, he has 
resolutely avoided placing himself on 
record in regard to the Taft admin- 
istration. . He has seen the president 
only once, and then for a comparative- 
ly short time during his visit to Bos- 
ton for the Harvard commencement. 
So far as is known, no message has 
passed between them since that time, 
and it is believed that President Taft 
desires to ascertain where his prede- 
cessor stands, particularly in view of 
the national. campaign, which is soon 
to get under way. 

Roosevelt's Trip to the West. 

Colonel Roosevelt's western trip is to 
start on Tuesday of next week. Dur- 
ing the trip it is expected he will 
place himself on record in regard to a. 
number of matters of great interest to 
the country and the republican party. 
One of them will be the conservation 
of natural resources, which has been 
the subject of so much discussion dur- 
ing the months which President Taft 
has been. in the white house. 

While it is believed that Colonel 
Roosevelt will not have one word of 
criticism of the administration in any 
of these speeches, there is good ground 
for the assumption that he will not 
depart from the vigorous stand for 
conservation which he assumed while 
he was president. Whatever may be 
the tenor of Mr. Griscom’s message 
from the president, it may be said 
that Colonel Roosevelt will proceed 
with tne program which it is’ known 
he has mapped out for himself.

Lancaster, Cal. August 14.—In a 
| Shallow grave sunk in the sand of 
her front yard, a pet d uncovered 
, today the body of Mrs. its Schultz 

Castine, a wealthy ranch owner. 
| Every indication points. to murder, 
|'with robbery as the motive, and tele- 
| grams have been sent broadcast to 
the woman's. brother-in-law, 
Otto Schultz, who left here yesterday 
after telling a railroad station agent 
that he was bound for Germany. 

Mrs. Castine was last seen Friday, 
when she came heré from her ranch, 4 
miles east, to receive a remittance of 
$6,000 for relatives in San Francisco. 

The investigations of officers of the 
sheriff's office in Los Anegeles, who 
arrived here this afternoon, tend to 
show that the woman was murdered 
as she drove into her yard, and that 
she was thrown into the shallow hole 
while yet alive. 

An autopsy™disclosed the presegce of 
sand in the lungs and bronchial tibes, 
drawn by the victim's dying gasps. 

Mrs. Castine’s son found his mother’s 
body, half uncovered and mutilated by 
the dog when he returned from a trip 
this morning. A wide wound, evident- 
ly inflicted by an axe in the back of 
the head showed the work of the slayer: 
and the young man, who Knew his 
mother had gone to town to receive a 
large sum, could not find any trace 
of the money. 

Otto Schultz, the brother-in-law, who 
came here recently to take charge of 
the ranch, also was missing, and on 
being apprised of the search Station 
Agent Stoughton recalled the fact that 
Schultz had purchased a ticke for Los 
Angeles and had said he was on his 
way back toGermany,where both the 
Schultz and Castine families are said 
to be well connected. 

The $6,000 which Mrs. Castine is said 
to have received Friday is declared to 
have come to her from an estate in 
the Fatherland. 

Schultz left a trunk with the station 
agent with instructions to forward it to 
Galveston. 


CARDINAL RUNS 
AOM LEGACY 


Rome, August 14. — Cardinal 
Merry del Val as a youth was an ath- 
lete of more than ordinary class. He 
is still an exceedingly athletic man; in 
fact, it is said that. he is the ‘only one 
of the august body to which he be- 
longs who ever makes an attempt to 
take physical exercise. This, perhaps, 
is not surprising when it is remem- 
bered that most of his brother cardi- 
nals are nearer seventy, than sixty. 

Last year the cardinal was the hero 
of a very amusing incident arising out 
of an action in the Italian courts con- 
cerning a bequest of 2,000,000 lire to 
the holy see.

Land Lot Shows Many Changes, 

Land lot 77, either as a whole or 
parts of it, has shown many changes 
since its metes and bounds were first 
traced by a civil engineer. It was 
back in the early years of 1800 a sur- 
veyor made for record the first lines 
indicating the old land lot which has 
since figured in the land history of 
Henry, then De Kalb, and then Fulton 
county. 

The original land lot had for its 
northern boundary line a straight 
shoot from a point in Edgewood ave- 
nue, in-an alley in rear of the Equil- 
table building. The line on the morth 
ran directly west through the Western 
and Atlantic yards to Elliot street, 


street, where it. right-angled east to 
Capitol avenue, whence it ran north to 
the point of beginning in the alley 
behind the Equitable building. 


of Georgia acquired from the 
nation of Indians many thousands 


as the counties of Dooly, Houston, 
Monroe, Fayette and Henry counties. 
Subsequently an act of the state legis- 
lature authorized the governor of the 
state to convey in fee simple any parts 
of the land in the section of the coun- 
try indicated to residents for homes 
and improvement. In 1821, May 15, 
George M. Troup, then governor of the 
‘state, did “give and grant unto Ben- 
jamin Beckman, of Putnam county, his 
heirs and assigns forever in fee sim- 
ple” the land lot indicated, then located 
in Henry county, and recorded as land 
lot 77 of the Fourteenth district of 
Henry county, containing 202% acres. 
In the deed the land lot is fully de- 
scribed and its description conforms 
fully with the plat here: shown. 

. Sold for $41. 

‘On May 7, 1832, Benjamin Beckman 
sold the full land lot to Samuel Mitch- 
ell, of Henry county, $41 being the con- 
sideration. In the meanfime DeKalb 
county was laid out and after Samuel 
Mitchell bought it the county court- 
house in Decatur was destroyed by 
fire and among the records burned were 
Samuel Mitchell's deeds. Mitchell was 
then a resident of Pike county, and 
through the inferior court of that 
county he had his title in the full 
land lot set up. 

In 1845 Samuel Mitchell had the full 
land lot divided into blocks and city 
lots, the surveying being done by Allen 
W. Pryor, -a civil engineer. As the 
surveyor was dividing the land lot into 
blocks Samuel Mitchell gave the rail- 
roads entering ‘the city a right-of-way 
through it and deeded to the state of 
Georgia the city lots on which the 
present urffon station is located for 
depot purposes. That portion of the 
old land lot given for depot purposes 
consisteqd of four city lots, each to be 
210 feet square. Before dying Mitchell 
sold many of the city lots. 

Shortly after the death of Mitchell, 
Allen E. Johnson set up a claim to the 
property, asserting that Mitchell had 
never had any title to the land iot re- 
corded as land lot 77 in Henry county. 

nson then secured letters of admin- 

ration on the estate of Benjamin 
Beckman, to whom the state gave the 
original land lot, and from whom Sasn- 
uel Mitchell claimed title. The letters 
of administration were granted in 
Putnam county, and from the inferior 
court of that county, Johnson, as ad- 
ministrator of the Beckman estate, was 
given the right tO sell land lot 77 as a 
part of the estate of Benjamin Beckman. 
The Mitchell heirs fought the order of 
sale in the DeKalb courts and the 
legal controversy was adjusted when 


Johnson, as administrator of the Beck- 
‘man estate, passed, by deed, the title 
to Jane Mitchell, administratrix of 
Samuel Mitchell, the consideration be-

double quick to aid the police in clear- 
ing the great grounds. This. was ac- 
complished in fair order, except with- 
in the limits of the Kermesz, where 
the vast crowds became entangled in 
an almost inextricable mass, fighting 
desperately to find an escape from the 
flames which swept viciously through 
the tinderlike structures. Soon the} 
enormous facade tumbled in ruins. 
Small Loss of Life. 


Considering the rapidity of the flagra- 
tion the small loss of life is marvel- 
ous. So far as is known, up to a 
late hour tonight, only two are dead. 
The injured, as officially announced, 
number 30, but probably many hun- 
dreds received minor hurts. 

As the flames reached the menagerie 
it was decided to shoot the beasts, but 
the heat drove back the soldiers and 
the animals were left to their fate. 

Looters Get to Work. 

The fire was finally got under con- 
trol, but the Belgian and English sec- 
tions are in ruins, while all the other 
sections, {ncluding the American, were 
partly destroyed. 

Bands ,of thieves engaged in pil- 
lage and a soldier was stabbed while 
attempting fo arrest three men whom 
he found rifling a jewelry exhibit.

All the Archives Burned. 

Many jewel 
sured. In fhe French art section the 
priceless Gobelins, paintings and scul- 
ture were ruined, as were the rich 
treasures in the English, Belgian, Per- 
sian and Turkish sections.

The fire was due to a short circuit. 
In addition to the panic that prevailed, 
there were several minor panics at 
other points within the grounds, and 
women and children were crushed 
down in the rush. Some of the wild 
animals escaped from their cages and 
added terror to the scene. Itis believed 
that several of them are still at large. 


The White City Described. 


Belgium's white city stood near the 
end of the Avenue Louise, the fashion- 
able park drive which, on the west side 
of Brussels, leads out to the beautiful 
Boid de la Cambre. The national bui!d- 
ing, that of the Belgian section, rose 
majestically on a slight elevation fac- 
ing the main entrance. To the left of 
the main building was the Kermesz. A 
magnificent quadrillateral of gardens 
was surrounded by the four concessions 
of France, Germany, Holland and Italy. 
The Italian pavilion was built after 
the renaissance style of the four- 
teenth century. The German section 
Was grouped around the main pavilion. 
Eight large halls were devoted to ex- 
hibits of railroad companies, agricul- 
tural machines, art and education. 
The Netherlands section included an} 
elevated roadbed. 


Features of French Section. 


One of the most striking features of 
the French section was the palace >?of 
agriculture and horticulture, special 
pavilions being devoted to Tunis, Mad- 
agascar, Algeria, Western Africa and 
Indo-China. The Spanish pavilion of- 
fered a remarkable reproduction of the 
Alkambra palace at Grenada. The 
court of lions and several of the ruins

treasures, such as tapestries, paintings, 
armors and jewels of the former roya! 
families. 

An interesting feature of the fai- 
was the house of Rubens, which was 
the official pavilion of Antwerp.

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THE PRESS AND GOOD GOVERNMENT. 


Stressing the fact that, at the ultimate analysis, the unremitting 
publicity afforded by the newspaper is the mainstay of good gov- 


ernment everywhere,: The Haverhill (Mass.) Gazette thus com- 


ments upon recent exemplifications of the principle: 
In a recent issue of The Forum, Julius Chambers offers a comment 
on the Des Moines situation of much wider application than he makes. 


Mr. Chambers says: | 

“In. Des Moines the mayor and commissioners rely upon the local 
press to keep every department active and clean. or branch of city 
administration is an open book to the reporters, and ey are encour- 
aged to investigate constantly. The press and citizeng lean on ‘each 
other. Mutually they assist the mayor\and his council. Warfare does 
not exist between the press and the public officials. They work to- 
gether. I am assured by a student of the. Des Moines experiment 
that not a sinecurist exists in the entire municipal machinery. If an 
incompetent has been tnherited from past history, the mayor thanks 
the press for pointing out the dereliction.” 

The newspapers and city administration everywhere should work 


together in the only relationship permissible for the public good, that 
of service on the one hand, and absolute frank publicity on the other. 
The centralized government plan, like any other plan of direct popu- 
lar government, is succeeding very largely in the degree that publicity 


ie fixing responsibility. 

An overwhelming proof of these assertions is offered in the 
relation of publicity to the Roosevelt administration. 

Had it not been for the detailed and intelligent handling the 
press, almost without regard to partisan distinction, gave to the 
preachments of the former president, the nation would not have 
undergone a marvelous era in which the public conscience was 
quickened to an extent even now visible. 

We use that illustration because it is of recent date and plain 
enough to impress the most casual observer. 

Numerous other instances of the safeguarding functions of the 
press, in city, state and nation, intrude themselves every day upon 


the attention of the thoughtful. 
If the rascal and the incompetent is driven out of public life, 
it is because the publicity of the newspaper makes it impossible for 
him to maintain his station. 
If good men and able are sustained against the attacks of malice 
or private interests, credit again is due to the vigilance and con- 
scientiousness of the newspaper, acting in common with the quick 
response of the public. 
It is noteworthy, also, that this almost incalculable power 1s 
seldom abused, or at least, it is not abused with persistence. For, 
should the venal newspaper seek to deceive the public, there are a 
dozen other honest papers to warn the people and circumscribe the 
influence of the erring brother. |

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indicate, by an analysis, that the in- 


creases in operating expenses of the 
roads during the last ten years have 
been very heavy. The greatest single 
item of increase is in the cost of labor, 
which is estimated to be about 40 per 
cent of the expense of operation. 

In classification territory the in- 
crease in cost of labor, according ‘to 
the reports, has aggregated during the 
last decade about $80,000,000 a vyear, 
approximately $40,000,000 a year hav- 
ing been added during the. last few 
months. Every other item of éxpense 
of operation has increased during the 
last decade, so that in the matter of 
operation alone the railroads of ¢las- 
sification territory are paying out 
nearly $200,007,000 a year more than 
they paid out ten years ago. 

Reads Must Justify Advances. 

It will be necessary for the railroads | 
under the existing- law to justify their! 
advances by affirmative proof of their | 
necessity.

She studied nursing under the 
Protestant Sisters of Mercy at Kaiser- 
worth, Germany, and returned to Eng- 
land when the Crimean war broke out. 
She organized a corps of, volunteer 
nurses, whom she led into the field, 
and was especially celebrated for her 
noble services at Scutari. 

‘At the close of the war she was 
enabled by a testimonial fund amount- 
ing to $250,000, to found an institution 
for the training of nurses, the Night- 
ingale hotmhe, at St. Thomas’ hospital. 
She was also the means of calling at- 
tention to the unsnitary condition of 
cam hospitals. 

In 1908 she received the freedom of 
the city of London. King’ Edward be- 
stowed upon her the Order of Merit, 
the most exclusive distinction 
gift of the British sovereign.

AFTER LONG TRIP 


Seventeenth Completes 
200-Mile Hike. 


Regiment Returns After an 
Absence of Nearly Two 
Months Spent at Maneuvers 
in Chickamauga-—-Col. Van 
Orsdale Pleased With Trip. 


In perfect condition and the best of 
spirits, the Seventeenth regular in- 
fantry marched on the parade grounc 
at Fort McPherson yesterday morn- 
ing and were dismissed after having 
completed a 200-mile hike from Chick- 
amauga Park, where they spent the 
better part of two months taking part 
in the maneuvers held at that place. 

The regimentereached the fort prac- 
tically on scheduled time. It was only 
a few minutes after 9 o’clock when

HIGHTS OF INDIANS 
UPTO HiGh COURT 


30,000 Reds Will Be A ffect- 
ed by Decision of the Su- 


preme Court. 


Washington, August 14.—With the 
rights of some thirty thousang Indians 
in question, the supreme court of the 
United States will begin consideratio:, 
probably during’ the first week of the 
approaching term, of some of the most 
perplexing problems arising out of the 
relation ;of the United States to” its 
wards. Among these are questions of 
citizenship and of authority over the 
lands of the individual Indians. 

In 1902 congress passed an act for 
the allotment to the individual] Indians 
of the Cherokee triba] lands in Okla- 
homa. One restriction was laid on the | 
land—‘“lands’ allotted to citizens shal! 
not in any manner whatever or at 
any time be encumbered, taken or solid 
to secure or satisfy any debt or obfi- 
gation, or be alienated by the allottes 
or his heirs, before the expiration of 
five years from the date of the ratifi- 
cation of this act.” 

In 1904 congress authorized the sec- 
retary of the interior to grant a right 
of way for oil and gas pipe lines 
through the lands thus allotted to the 
Indians. 
tion, imposed in 1902, was extended to 
twenty-five years. The constitution- 
ality of the acts of 1904 and of 1906 
was raised; and congress authorized 
two Indians, William Brown and Levi 
B. Gritts, to bring suit.to test the 
laws. The court of claims held tha 
laws to be constitutional. An appe»l 
was taken to the supreme court. On 
account of the impoytance of the case 
the court set it for argument on the 
opening day of the coming October 
term, or as soon thereafter as possi- 
ble. 

Jurge Howry, for the minority of 
the court of claims, pointed out that 
the Indians had been made citizens of 
the United States prior to the alloi- 
ment. 

“When the land was granted,” he 
said, ‘the character of the title al- 
lotted to the full-bloods was the same 
as if allotted to other citizens. The 
title of the one became as unqualified 
as the title of the other, and any at- 
tempt to differentiate between the fee 
so held can be sustained only upon 
the theory that the Indian can never 
acquire such a right to land as the 
government is bound to respect.” 

He held that the Indian could ..c- 
quire rights the government must re- 
spect, and pronounced the right-of-way 
act and the twenty-five year aliena- 
tion act unconstitutional. 

The majority of the court, heade i 
by. Chief Justice Peelq held the law 
constitutional. 

The reversal of the decision of ‘the 
court of claims would allow the In- 
dians to sell their lands, worth mil- 
lions of dollars at. this time, as. the 
five years long have. expired. Whiie 
the Cherokee lands are intimately cor- 
cerned, it is generally understoog th 
decision will effect the lands of thea 
other feur tribes whieh held land in 
the old Indian territory.

Cotton is open- 
ing prematurely and very rapidly in 
southern and southwestern counties 
and is being rushed to market as fast 
as possible by the farmers. In western 
Texas, where within the past few 
years there has been a rapid expan- 
sion in cotton growing, the crop is 
almost a failure, and in many places 
is beyond repair, but good crops are 
the rule in the northern tier of Texas 
counties. 

Improvement Outside of Texas. 

New Orleans, . August 14.—In pre- 
senting regular monthly reports of 
correspondents in all sections of th? 
cotton belt as to progress of the cot- 
ton crop, ‘The Times-Democrat will say 
tomorrow that the consensus of opin- 
ion is as follows: 

Outside of the droughty districts of 
Texas distinct improvement has been 
the rule, but within the droughty dis- 
tricts of that state the deterioriation 
has been very great. 

Except in Okla vma, where timely 
rains have made the outlook almost 
ideal, the crop is spotted. 

With the exception of Texas, the 
movement promises to be late because 
of the backwardness of the plant.

freely. if they could.

JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY 
SUFFERS FROM PARALYSIS 
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The Recovery Contin- 
ued Through Last Week 


Though It Lost Some of Its 
Force as Prices Got Further 
Away From Point at Which 
Fall Was Arrested--Extensive 


Covering of Short Contracts. 


New. York, August 14.—Thé recovery 
in the stock market continued last 
week, although losing some of its 
force as prices got further away from 
which the fall was a-:- 
rested. The extensive covering of 
short contracts which was going on 
had the effect of reducing the demand 
and other influences worked automat- 
ically to lessen the demand. 

The Crop Reports. 

Some of the events accompanying 
the two weeks’ recovery which were 
unfavorable in themselves were to be 
reckoned as causes by anticipation of 
the previous decline. Such were the 
government reports on condition of 
the grain crops, which 
confirmed the fears of heavy deteriora- 
tion from the earlier promise. Th 
more immediate factors of weathe- 
conditions were favorable to some im- 
provement in the average contained in 
the government report, thus adding to 
the disposition to cover -the shorts 
which had been put out on the as- 
sumption of crop damage. The decided 
shrinkage from the earlier estimates 
for all three of the most important 
crops, cotton, corn and wheat, recurred 
for considerat/on in: the summing up 
of the general prospect. The reliance 
placed on abundant harvests and an 
exportable surplus to correct the un- 
favorable foreign- trade balance and 
the likelihood of its disappointmen* 
were forced on attention by the statis. 
tics of the July foreign trade with the 
severe decrease in exports of agricul- 
tural products and its consequent fail- 
ure to furnish a supply of foreign 
credits for the building up of the bank- 
ing position. .. 

The Banking Position. 

The immediate banking position of- 
fers little ground for. solicitude. The 
great bulk to which the New York 
Surplus reserve has attained makes a 
surface showing. of actual plethora, 
Gold engagements in London were 
uninterrupted, in spite of this show- 
ing, and currencp still flowed from the 
interior into New York bank reserves. 
The fact that these conditions have 
not altered the conservative attituds 
of New York bankers toward bor- 
rowers, especially on time, and the 
little demand foy mercantile paper ar 
bound to command attention for their 
suggestion of anxiety over the course 
of the fall money market. The per- 
sistent stagnation of the bond mar- 
ket in the face of the expanding bank 
surplus is anothér item showing the 
spirit of caution still prevalent. 

The Metal Trades. 

The metal trades were conspicuous 
objects of attention by reason of the 
publication of the copper producers’ 
monthly statistics and the newly in- 
augurated monthly statement of ton- 
nage of unfilled orders on hand by 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
The reduced output of copper was sat- 
isfactory, but the probable influence 
of trade contraction on demand in that 
intervened as a factor. The 
falling off in tonnage orders for the 
Steel Corporation, while less than the 
monthly average for the preceding 
quarter, is influenced by the cutting 
down of output which has gone on 
during the month. Current reports of 
further price recessions and of in- 
tended further curtailment also: influ- 
enced judgment on the trade situation. 

There have been signs of a contro- 
versy between the interstate com- 
merce commissi6én and the railroads 
over the legitimacy of charges to the 
expense account of the railroads. This 
herald of the coming hearings over 
proposed rate advances affected specu- 
lative sentiment unfavorably.

shorts in August and that all the 
new crop cotton will be added to the 
load of actual cotton that the bulls 
are already carrying. 
Watching Weather in Texas. 

Outside of this, the weather in Texas 
will continue to be the main feature 
of interest in the market. This ques- 
tion is getting to be very complex 
and it is grdwing difficult to say what 
effect any sort of weather In Texas 
will have on the market. Up to to, 
day it has been the unanimous opin- 
ion that nothing but rains will save 
a large part of the crop in that state. 
If rains had put in their appearance 
last week, prices would have declined 
immediately: Rains are still needed, 
according to the opinion of many, and 
it is probable if the rains predicted 
for over Sunday materialize, the mar- 
ket will work lower. | 
‘Bulls contend that it is difficult to 


a result of rains, especially if they 
continue for several days, as there are 
thousands of acres of open cotton in 
‘Texas all ready for picking, and rains 
will not only injure the grade of this 
‘Staple, but will also delay picking as 
well as the marketing and moving of 
the cotton. Bulls claim that rains 
cannot fall in Texas very long with- 
out an upward movement in prices. 

Should the drouth in Texas continue, 
picking will be rushed and in all prob- 
ability cotton will be sold as fast as 
it is ginned. A short time ago large 
planters were willing to sell futures 
around 13 cents against their crop ex- 
pectations, and, therefore, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the market- 
ing of the new crop will proceed until 
that level is reached. 

Texas Spots and Future Market. 

The future market will be inffu- 
enced to no small extent by the Texas 
spot situation, and the large traders 
will keep in close touch with the mar- 
ket from that points of the state 
Time is fast approaching when 
mills will begin to show their attitude 
toward the new crop and this will be 
anxiously watched for this week, as 
much depends upon it: Should.it de- 
velop that much of the recent buying 
of spots in Texas has been for the 
account of mills, instead of August 
shorts in the future market, it is like 
ly that foreign mills will enter the 
market. Another feature of the situ- 
ation that will be watched is the parity 
between New Orleans and Liverpool! 
markets. This is getting wide enough 


account. It must be.remembered that 
Liverpool's stock is very low, only 
390,000 bales on Friday, and that this 
means that Liverpool cotton merchants 
must buy over 600,000 bales to replen- 
ish it, to say nothing about what they 
must purchase to meet the current re- 
quirements of the customers. 

Sooner or later, a large demand for 
spots will develop among buyers for 
the English and continental trade, and 
when this begins it will be the dor~‘-

CROPS—GOOD, BAD AND INDIFFER- 
ENT. 

During a recent visit to the counties 
of Wilkes ond Lincoln I was impressed 
by the very “spotted” condition, of the 
crops, and have expressed in words this 
impression and use it as a title to this 
article. Along the railroad it was bad 
enough, but this spottedness was even 
worse on the dirt road from Washing- 
ton to Lincolnton and from Washing- 
ton to Ravle, a total distance, as the 
automobile ran, of about 60 miles. 
There were evidences of good farming 
and good management, ever and anon, 
in the now and then excellent fields of 
cotton, and frequent magnificent fields 
of corn. I presume the best efforts to 
subdue the grass were put forth along 
fhe railway and the most public and 
much-used country roads. 

The old proverb came often into 
mind which asserts that “there's more 
in the man than there is in the land,” 
and I might add that “there’s more in 
the man than there is in’’—the weather. 
In my talks to the farmers at the two 
Places above named I was minded to 
poke a little fun at those farmers who 
use no better implement of tillage than 
the “icooter and icrape,” or “ihovel 
and scrape,’ and who have to run at 
jeast twice—and sometimes thrice—in 
a 3 or 3%-foot row in order to stir 
the entire middle. What plenty of time 
a farmer would seem to have who can 
plow on an average of only two days 
in a week (on account of frequent 
rains) and is found running two fur- 
rows in a 3 or 31%4-foot row and going 
over only three to three and a half 
acres of cotton in a day. No wonder 
that he gets “in the grass,” when at 
this rate of speed it requires about 
three weeks to “get over’ his full crop 
of cotton. 

But, the scooter-and-scrape farmer 
will reply, “you can’t run a cultivajor 
in such grass as I have had to deal 
with.” That's so, I cheerfully adm t. 
but you got inthe grass while you were 
running the’ scooter-and-scrape combi- 
nation, because you hadtogotwicein a 
ow and, therefore. could not get over 
t fast enough. When a farmer has 
got stuck in the grass, and it is tak- 
ing root at every joint and preparing 
to blossom and re-seed the land for 
next year, there is perhaps no one 
horse tool that can be held to its work 
cf gouging down under the strong and 
thick bunches and turning them topsy- 
turvey so well as a scooter-and-scrape 
end finally a straight shovel to make 
@ grave in which to bury the sod by 
“barring. off” the cotton rows with a 
turnplow. But what was the farmer 
gcing all the while, along in May and 
une, when the rainfalls was not ex- 
ecessively frequent and heavy. (At Grif- 
fin there was only a tota! of 2.69 inchs 
of rain in May and 4.02 inches in Jun? 
«both below the normal). The an- 
swer is—plowing with a scooter-ani- 
scrape. At léast, many Of them wer, 
and they kept it up through July— 
when they could plow at all—and got 
over three or four acres every day, to 
every mule. Why, in July the rainfali 
in Griffin was but little -over three 
inches, or nearly two inches below the 
hormal. 

Now I am not calling names, and I 
am not referring particularly to any 
cne county. “Let him whom the cap 
fits wear it,’’ and if it does not fit s:m- 
ly pass it on to the next. The reme- 
- is more thorough preparation of 
the land and more carefu] planting. 
If the cotton crop had been planted 
like a garden and the weeder had been 
ut to work at once, followed later 
by a one or two-horse cultivator that 
would clean out a row at one going. 
the crop would hardly have got into 
Buch condition as to cal!) for a grub- 
bing hoe attached to a Heyman plow 
Stock. 

An additional remedy is the employ- 
ment of more plow animals on tne 
farm. Instead of having two laborers 
to every mule tt would be nearer right 
to have two mules to every laborer; 
but one mule to each hand would be 
R practical compromise. With sucn a 
relation of men and mules on a farm 
employing ten plow animals and ten 
men, four or five men would be hand- 
ling the ten mules most of the time, 
leaving the: other five or six men for 
hoeing, and other work. 

I think this is one of the crying 
evils of our system, and one that calls 
loudly for: reform—-this superabund- 
ance of jaborers in proportion to work 
animals. If we would get our farms 
in better physical condition; if w: 
will get rid of stumps-and rocks an®* 

ullies; if we will use Digger plows and 

efter plows; if we will Sut down tha 

area in hoed crops (corn d cotton) 
and increase the area in smali grain 
and pasture; if we would get bigger 
mules and two-row cultivators; if 
we would do these things and fill in 
the necessary or incidental details, the 
problem of ‘a labor supply will be 
solved. We will want less human 
and more mule muscle; mone steel 
and less timber; we will get mor 
profit and less worry and loss. ; 

I was treated well in Wilkes and 
Lincoln. Met many friends and made 
more. was g00d 109 
eat. There are some “mighty g001 
farmers” in these two old ant>- 
revolutionary War counties. I saw 
some of the finest corn 1 even saw-—— 
promising 150 bushels per acre (prize 
acres) and some first-rate cotton. 

Tre Calloways and Newsoms and 
Burdettes and Powells (there are otn 
ers just as geod, but I can’t reca.l 
af all this moment), are. strong 
men and able leaders, and they are do- 
ing much in several ways to ebevate 
the farmers’ calling. Mr. Burdette 
showed me some of the finest alfalfa 
I have seen in many a day, growing 
on both sides at the road near his 
giately and comfortable looking home 
a few miles from Washington. 

My thanks are herebv repeated to al! 
for a most dolightfuil time. I trust 
that it will not be the last.

keep the farmer’s page tiled for refer 
ence, but in spite of all I get “in the 
brush’—cannot find the page that’s 
Sot what I want to Know about, 
please advise me. upon the following: 
Land for cotton, biogke well, laid off 
deep, 344 feet wide. Put 200 pounds 
10—~2—-2 guano, run long scooter ii 
furrow to mix guano and soil, Listed. 
then put inside furrows 150 pounds 
10—-2—-2 guano and~ bedded; let lie a 
weék, then run slide drag over beds. 
Planted May 13, then ran dr again 
‘after planting; put 12 to 14 pounds 
oe of soda on top of seed row. 
Cotton came up quick and was chop- 
(hoed) to a stand, 2 stalks to ILS 
It grew like every other cot- 
ton field in this locality for quits 
awhile, slowly, and the consequence 
is it’s late, not a bloom to be feund 
in it until July 22. Growing fine now, 
ang is very full of “forms” (it is 
Cleveland big boll), and is deep green, 
except’ a few spots looks a littie light. 
I put about 40 pounds nitrate to the 
acre on half of it yesterday. It's been 
a week since we had rain, and the top 
of the ground seems so dry I have 
decided to wait for a rain and put it 
on just after the next, if it rains soon. 
Have 1 waited too long? Seems I have 
from what you say to A. W. Muse & 
Co., in Monday’s Constitution. You. 
or some ne, some time said put 
nitrate on ~when the cotton gets to 
blooming well; that fits mine now, but 
is it not too late to do much good” 
Will nitrate of soda do corn any 
good that is now silking to put at 
roots of stalks now? A neighbor oat 
mine has wheat that tgok the rainy 
‘weather, and was threshed very wet. 
He saved it from bad damage oy 
spreading on floors and keeping it 
stirred, but he tells me that weevils 
ai bad in it already. I told him that 
[I believe you can advise a remedy. 
Piease do so if you know something 
that he may stop them from ruining it. 

Answer—The substhnce of what ! 
have written. in regard to late appli- 
cations of nitrate of soda is that it is 
not expedient to deliberately defer 
such applications to a date so late 
even as July 15, but that I have no 
doubt a top-dressing as late as August 
1 and even later would benefit ‘the 
cotton. Whether the increased result- 
ing ybrald would “pay’’ is the ques- 
tion that nobody can answer positive- 
ly, because the squares that form after 
August 1 will not have time to reach 
the bloom and open boll stage before 
a killing frost. Let’s count it up: 
From the first appearance of the 
scarcely visible square te the bloom 
requires from 24 to 30 da¥s;from—tne | 
bloom to the mature boll requires from 
50 to 60 days—in all 74 to 90 days 
from square to open boll (or matur,, 
ready-to-open boll). Now count back 
from the average date of a killing 
frost 74 to 90 days and you will finuw 
the latest probable date at which a 
Square may make its first appearance 
and yet have time to form a mature 
boll. I believe that the nitrate would 
help to hold the squares and young 
bolls that have already been formed 
before this latest date: but I do not 
know, nor does any one Know, whether 
the advantage would be enough to pay 
for the nitrate. If the cotton plants 
have a yellowish cast and the condi- 
tions are otherwise favcrabve for 
growth I think I would risk a few 
»vunds of nitrate per acre as late as 
August 1. If at this ‘date it has a 
healthy color and is pitegges it would 
argue that no further nitrogen is 
needed. The problem in its Various 
phases is wel] wecrth the attention of 
the experiment stations, and I wisi 
that’ Director Duggar (Alabama sta- 
tion) would take hold of it. 
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RIBBON CANE V. SORGHUM CANE. 

J. J. Hoffman, Wetumpka, Ala.— 
Last spring I saw an ad. of ribbon 
cane seed in your paper for gale by the 
Lyle Seed Company, of Bivins, .Texas. 
I sent for and received seed, which I 
planted and which proved to be noth- 
ing but sorghum. I wrote them sev- 
eral weeks ago, asking if they had 
any explanation why it was thus. Up 
to the present time I have heard noth- 
ing from them. Seems to me they are 
a fraud. Do you know anything of 
them? Hoping this may -save—others 
from being swindled as I have been. 

Answer—I know nothing about the 
case.-If the concern advertised seed 
of “ribbon cane” they should, of course, 
be bound to send you «uch seed, for, 
of course, everybody understands “rib- 
bon cane” to mean the ordinary tropi- 
cal sugarcane such as is grown in 
Louisiana for making sugar and sirup, 
and to a considerable extent in other 
gulf states. But the fact is that this 
kind of cane does not produce “seed” 
—using the term in the ordinary sense, 
as of corn, wheat, peas, etc.—in this 
country and very rarely in the middle} 
tropics. It.is not an article of com- 
merce atall. <A variety of cane has re- 
cently been introduced into this coun- 
try under the name of “Japanese cane” 
—possibly that was what the adver- 
tiser meant to advertise. In many 
parts of the country, mainly where .the 
true sugarcane is not grown at all, 
sorghum 18 commonly called “cane,” 
but it ought not to be so called. I would 
have to see the advertisement to which 
you refer or be informed as to how it 
read before I could pass any judgment 
on the matter. 


PINESTRAW COMPOST. 

R. F. H., Jr.. Columbus, Miss.—Will 
you please answer in the columns of 
the Farmers’ department of The Con- 
Stitution the following questions: 

(1) I have ben thinking of hauling a 
lot of pinestraw and leaves and putting 
them in a large pile and mixing acid 
phosphate with it to make it rot and 
then either putting it in the drill next 
spring or put it broadcast on the land 
where I intend planting cotton. Wil 
this pay as much as buying commer- 
clal fertilizer of an 8—-2—2 grade and 
applying it alone at the rate of :00 
pounds to the acre? The land is of a 
sandy nature with a red clay stbsoil. 

(2) I also have some land that wil! 
produce about 2-3 of a bale per acre 
this year. How much of commercia!] 
fertilizer must I apply per acre. and 
what grade to make it produce one 
bale of more? I am going to put stable 
manure on this land in the drill with 
the. commercial fertilizer. 

(3) Will nicrate of soda applied at the 
time cotton is beginning to put on 
squares produce as good results as it 
will. if applied before? 

Answer—I do not think it would 
pay you for your labor to-handle pine- 
Straw so much. This material contains 
but a small amount of plant food, one 
ton of dry needles carrying but 2.8 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 1.2 
pounds of potash—in all about 4 
pounds, worth about 25 cents. Its 
chief value is the humus or decayed 
vegetable matter that it would add to 
the-soil. A much more economical way 
to utilize it would be to use it liberally 
as bedding or litter in your horse and 
cattle stall and yards. Or you might 
put the pinestraw into large piles in 
the forest where it now is while wet 
and sprinkle each layer with slaked 
lime. In the spring haul directly to 


wagon into the bedding furrows. . 
(2) Apply to each acre .400 to 600

in Pulaski cOunty, and also what I 
saw on that plantation in the way of 
crops. lam aware that the cotton crop 
is generally small and shabby, but I 
Know, too, that there are some fine 
ones, notwithstanding the unfavorable 
season. The plantation to which I re- 
fer is known as the Phillips plantation, 
situated 8 miles from Hawkinsvilie. 1 
as a farmer myself, and I have at least 
fome judgment as to how corn and 
cotton ought to “turn out,” everything 
being favorable. A few days ago, in 
company with Hardy Anderson, the 
manager of that plantation, I made a 
trip out there. . We did not remain but 
a few moments, at the house, before 
we started over the plantation. We 
were both on horseback, because a man 
could not walk through that planta- 
tion in the summer without being over- 
come with heat. 

We started for the corn first, and let 
me tell you now that was the finest 
large tract of corn I have ever seen. 
There was 150 acres in the field. The 
corn was planted in 4-foot rows, with 
an average distance of 16 inches in the 
drill. There was no untformity in the 
dropping of the corn. In some places 
there were three stalks in a hill, but 
every stalk hada small ear. We 
wound through and through that corn, 
and whenever we struck bottom land, 
where the corn was unusually fine, 
Mr. Anderson wvuuld say: “We are 
now passing through Mississippi bot- 
tom.”” Now and then, while riding 
through that corn I would bend over 
a little to place my hand on the ears 
to see if they were well filled out. We 
stopped frequently in the bottom to 
ca’culate as to how the corn would 
turn out.. It was so thick that a per- 
son could scarcely be seen 20 feet 
away. I mean in the bottoms now, for 
there it was of a dark green color and, 
to a great extent, shut out the light of 
the sun. 

Now I am of the opinion that thfs is 
the best large field of corn in ‘the 
State, weather conditions taken into 
consideration. I will give my opinion 
in the matter, and I feel quite sure 
that I am not overrating things, but 
rather underrating them. I-told Mr. 
Anderson he would gather 5,000’ bushels 
on the 150 acres. That ‘s an average 
of 33 1-2 bushels to the acre. On the 
bottom land Mr. Anderson will get 60 
bushels to the acre. In the middle of 
this corn, peas are planted. There is 
no grass in the corn or the peas, and 
with a favorable season, Mr. Anderson 
ought to gather a thousand bushels of 
peas. 

Now I want to make a calculation 
how the fodder will turn out provided 
it can’ be saved in a sound, bright con- 
dition. My calculation is an approxi- 
mate one. Here it is: 

I say 300. bundles, of 5 hands @€ach, 
wil] be gathered from every acre 01 
the average. That means 45,000 bun- 
dles on 150 acres. Averaging 500 bun- 
dies to the stack, that means 90 stacks 
of fodder. Now, supposing that every 
bundle would average 2 pounds to the 
bundle, ‘that means 60,000 pounds, or 
45 tons. At $20 per ton for the fod- 
der, the total amount would run up to 

Now, for h ton: We rode over 
8375 acres. Not all 
fine cotton, because so 
young.. Mr. Anderson has 100 
cotton from which he wili gather 
baies, weather conditions being favor- 
able. Just now that plantation is 
needing rain badly, and unless it comes 
soon, his cotton will ‘‘go back.” He 
‘plants the Bradwelt double-jointed 
cotton. It is usually full of fruit 
from the bottom to the top, but the 
bolls are so small. A close inspection 
showed that the ground beneath the 
plants was almost covered with green 
bolls. These bolls were so thick on the 
lower limbs that they had bent to the 
ground. This plantation of which I 
have been writing belongs to the 
Adams Brothers, wholesale’ grocers, 
Macon, Ga. 

Comment: I gladly give place to the 
bove well-written description of a 
good crop, and have no eriticism te 
make, and add only a sma)l ca’culation 
suggested by Mr. Feagin’s estimate on 
the fodder yield, which he stresses even 
more than the yield of either corn, cot- 
ton or peas. Suppose instead of “pull- 
ing fodder’’ from that 50 acres of fine 
corn, Messrs. Adams Bros. shal] harvest 
the crop by cutting and-curing in the 
shock and afterwards shredding the 
stover. 

Granting the correctnegs of his esti- 
mate of the probable yield of cured 
blades (todderf; which Ithink is rather 
high, or 45 tons, at $20 per ton, equals 
$900. If harvested as above suggested 
he wou!d get not less than 105 tons of 
stover—which includes everything but 
the ears of corn—which is as. well 
worth $15 a ton as the fodder is worth 
$20, or a total value of stover of 
$1,605, which is an increase in value 
of product of $695.

PLANT FOR NAME—NIGHTSHADE. 

W. N. Austin, Cusseta, Ga.—Having 
received in the days gone by intelli- 
gent answers from you to all my 
querkes, I come again seeking info.- 
mation about the enclosed plant—its 
hame, uses and danger in handling. 
The local name here is “fly po'son.” 
The green leaves are crushed, then 
pour over them a little fresh milk and 
place where flies can get it. Th- 
Plant, as I understand it, is péntahe- 
drous, the ribs, however, are very 
prominent. The stalk, from which | 
cut this sample, is 7 feet tail, branch- 
ing mear the top. Would like to hear 
from you through The Constitution. I 
often tell my friends, when they are 
seeking solutions of thelr farm prob- 
lems, to go to Colonel R. J. Redding. 
the goog old school teacher. 

Answer—I am not able to say, posi- 
tively, as to the species, but the plant 
belongs to the nightshade. family. 
solanum genus, and probably solanum 
verbascifolium, the solanum genus in- 
cluding the much advertised “Wonder- 
berry” (or now “Sunberry’’), eggplan'. 
tomato, potato (Irish). Jerusalem cher- 
ry. I do not know its properties, or 
uses, but am not surpr.sed to learn 
that it is poisonous (to flies, at least). 
as are several species of the solanum 
genus. 

The only plant I know of under the 
name “fly poison” is Amianthium be- 
lenging to the calchicum family. 

With amore complete specime., 
containing the fully developed fruit, 
and information as to whether it is a 
shrub or a herb, I might possibly name 
it more specifically.

can be done to save the trees that are 
being bored. The fruit is smaller than 
it should be, and sometimes falls off 
half grown. I would thank you for 
instructions that will save my trees. 
Answer—tThe fig is subject to the 
attacks of so few insects and maladies 
that practically but little attention has 
been given to them. I suspect that the 
grub sent by you is a larva of pty- 
chodes vittatus, which Is said by Pro- 
fessor Earle to attack fig trees. No: 
knowing the habits or the fly or beetl- 
that lays the egg I am not prepared t» 
suggest a specific remedy, but advise 
that you destroy as*many of the larvae 
as pcssible by pointed 
wire inserted les. Try 
also boiling hot water injeeted with 
force into their holes by means of . 
good bulb syringe. I have -had suc- 
cess in des@cy:ng peachtree borers.

‘ana explain how we are getting on in 
regard to cotton seed? : 

1. How much hulls, of] and meat does 
the oil mills get out of one bushel of 
seed, and what do they get for each of 
them? 

1. I have in mind that it would pay 
the farmers to get small seed crushers, 
crush their’ own seed, feed and fertilize 
with them, and not haul the seed away 
from the farms. Am I right or wrong? 

3. Will vetch grow to any advantage 
on ordinery lani, without any fertil- 
izer? If not, what is best to use? I only 
want to sow a small piece for experi- 
ment. Where is the best place, to get 
vetch seed? When and how much seed 
should be put per acre? 

Thanking you for past information, 
and trusting a continuance of: same, I 
remain, a subscriber. 

Answer—l. The average amounts of 
the several constituents of sound cot- 
ton seed as separated at the mill are 
about as follows: 


One ton of cottén 
Cotton seed meal..

The market prices for the above 
have been during the past six months 
about as follows: 

Crude oil, 7 to 10 cents per pound. 

Meal, $32 to $34 per ton.

"2. I think you are certainly wrong. 
If there is any one thing that I have 
more insistently urged upon farmers 
than anything else, it is that a farmer 
cannot afford to use sound cotton seed 
—either whole or crushed—as a ma- 
nure. He should by all means ex- 
change his cotton seed for meal, or 
sell his seed for cash and buy acid 
phosphate and potash with the cash, 
unless it be a long -way to the oil mill 
or railroad station. 

Think a moment: From 800 to 900 
pounds of cotton meal will be just as 
effective as a fertilizer as one ton of 
seed, and far more convenient. One 
ton of seed will exchange for one ton 
of meal. The oil of the seed is what 
gives it-its chief value, and this oil is 
entirely wasted when the seed are put 
into the’ soil as a fertilizer. The 900 
pounds of hulls that a ton of seed con- 
tains are worth $6 to $8 for cattle feed, 
while they are practically valueless to 
the crop when used as a fertilizer for 
at least one year. A ton of hulls con- 


| tains only about $3 to $3.50 worth of 


plant food, and it is not immediately 
available to the plant, nor until thor- 
oughly rotted. I estimate that farm- 
ers who use sound cotton seed as a 
fertilizer lose—no, actually throw 
away—from $10 to $20 for every, ton 
so used! | 

3. Vetch’ does not require a rich soil, 
neither will it amount to much o 
thin soil. Apply 250 to 300 pounds my 
ash. 
All regular seedsmen sell GWetch seed. 
Forty to sixty pounds of seed per acre. 
Sow in September and October. 


FARCY, PROBABLY. 

H. S. Wood, Simpsonville, 8S. C.—I 
have a mule that has a breaking out 
On her breast, shoulders, neck and 
forelegs. It started like water farcy, 
then to Knots the size of peas, which 
would burst and bieed, and she would 
bite and rub. When the bumps go in 
her bag sells up and sels ut her belly 
and looks like a bag of ater. She 
Nas been that way three months. All 
I have done seems to do no good. Any 
information ill be g’adly received. 

Answer—Your description of the 
symptoms exhibited in the case of your 
mule tally very closely with the char- 
acters. of farcy, and [ advise you to 
have the animal examined by an expert 
veterinary surgeon. Perhaps you know 
that farcy is almost always fatal—very 
few cases get well even under the best 
treatment. The following is the stand- 
ard treatment: Give 2 drams of blue- 
stone twice a day in a bran mash for 
a month; feed good hay and oats. Air 
the sores and dress them twice a day 
by dusting iodoform powder on them 
Or wash them with a_ solution of 1 
dram of chloride of zinc in 1 pint of 
water. Keep t..e animal separate from 
all others. If it proves to be farcy, 
then you should be very careful to 
clean up thoroughly and disinfect the 


table where the mule has been kept. 
Bu rerything that can be removed. 


Whitewash every part—of the stable 
with lime and water, the -atter con- 


taining 6 ounces carbolic acid fo-every 
gallon. After whitewashing, close wp 
every door and window and burn plen- 
ty. of sulphur (2 pounds) in pots con- 
taining live coal, and keep the building 
closed twelve hours. 


VETCH OR CRIMSON CLOVER.

Answer—According to my experience 
vetch is to be preferred to crimson 
clover on.seyeral grounds.

does not seem to require the inocula- 
tion of the so:l; the -hay of vetch Is 
not at all dangerous to horses as is 
that of crimson clover when cut to» 


ripe. 


COUGH OF PIGS. 

W. S. Hancock, Baconton, Ga.—!l 
have some.pigs that have been going 
in the woods, and they cough like hogs 
i\sleeping under a very dusty old house. 


(tI have lost one, and some of the oth- 


ers look like they would die. I send 
you_a self-addressed envelope. Please 
let me—know what is the matter with 
them and-a_ remedy as soon as you 
can. 

Answer—A cough is not itself a dis- 
ease, but only a symptom_of some one 
of several diseases, whether-it occurs 
in. a pig or other animal, or in case 
of a human being. Pigs are quite 
subject to cough, which, in a great 
many cases, does not seem to affec* 
the health of the animal. If possibic 
find out the cause of the cough an‘ 
treat accordingly. If-this cannof be 
done give each affected anima] from 
2 to 3 tablespoonfuls of Epsom salts 
in a pint of cold water. If this does 
not relieve it give each one teaspoon- 
ful of sirup of squills at a dose thre. 
times a day. Worms often cause 4 
cough, and where a number of pigs 
have a cough worms may be suspected‘. 
and each pig should get one-haif 
ounce of fluid extract Of spigelia and 
senna at a dose every four hours un 
til it purges. Tar given in teaspoon- 
ful doses in the food three times a 
day is also good and can do no harm.

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NEGRO FARM SCHOOL ENDS _ 
MOST PROSPEROUS SESSION 


The negro farm school, which has 
been conducted at Clark university, 
closeqd Saturday after a most satisfac- 
tory session. There were 120 farmers 
who registered, and they represent 
forty counties in the state. One hun- 
dred of these farmers own the land 
they cultivate and are highly respect- 
ed by both white and colored in their 
community. This has been the most 
successful institute that school has yet 
held, and the faculty feels that much 
good has been done by this one week's 
work, 

One improvement vver last year was 
the half day given the negro women 
of the community. They showed by 
demonstration, or cooking. making jel- 
lies and canning fruit and making use 
of waste things about the farms, how 
the farmer may help himself and rid 
himself of all of the credit. A Tuske- 
gee woman showed how she had taken 
a few chickens and three cows, i) 
seven months of this year, and realized 
$183 for milk, $78 for eggs, $82 for 
chickens and has on tand now over 
100 fryers worth 75 cents each and 
120 young hens worrm over $1 each. 

One of the most heated discussions 
of the session was upon the subject of 
“HIow Best to Control Farm Labor 
Working Shares, Stand Rent and 
Working for Wages.” The discussion 
was opened by S. S. Dawson, a negro 
farmer of Washington county, owning 
about 400 acres of farm land and 
wW ing quite a number of negro ten- 
ants laborers. wawson gsaid that 
the one-year_system of renting land 
was. bad for. bothsthe land owner and 
the tenants, and that«.we could never 
raise the standard of farming as high 
as it should be so long as this system 
was followed. In the first place, it 
fosters a worthless class of farm la- 
borers who are uncertain and unre- 
liable, .end, secondly, they care ab- 
solutely nothing for the land or the 


the work which-Professor Parks is do- 


premises on which the _- live. “We 
should adopt a five-year or ten-year 
system of leasing, and then seek to 
teach and encourage tenants not to 
be an eye-servant, but work whether 
his employer is around or not.” 

It was the first time in the history 
of Georgia that a bunch of negro 
farmers have been instructed as to the 
kind and care of farm teams and 
tools. Professor Hile, of the Agricul- 
tural college of Athens, said the scoot- 
er and the 600-pound mule or horse 
must go and the farmers had jW@t as 
well make up your minds to it. Con- 
ditions demand deeper plowing, which 
would mean larger teams and dif- 
ferent plows. . 

On Wednesday two addresses were 
made by Professor Carven, director of 
the agricultural instruction and ex- 
perimental] station, Tuskegee, Ala. The 
first subject dealt with the improve- 
ment of cotton by the proper selection 
of seed; by cross-breeding, and by the 
proper preparation and fertilization of 
the land. 

The importance of good cooking was 
given much? prominence. It was very 
clearly shown that with every crop 
removed from the farm a certain 
amount of fertility was removed that 
would forever remain out, unless re- 
turned in the form “of animal, min- 
eral or vegetable matter. 

The three principal fertilizers were 
discussed, viz: nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid. It was shown that 
their chief offices were as follows: Ni- 
trogen makes the leaves, stems and 
roots of the plant. Potash assists in 
making of sugars, starches, fats, gums, 
resins, oils and other carbonacious 
substances, while phosphate . deals 

inly with the development of/ the

Naval Collie Marcellus Snnk | 
by the Fruit Steamet Di 
’ Giorgio. 


Norfolk, Va., August 14.—Carpenter 
A. Becks, William E. Medina, mess 
boy, and John Jaus, a Porto Rican 
sailor, all from the ill-fated naval] col- 
lie Marcellus, which was sunk in’ 
1,400 fathoms 125 miles southeast of 
Hatteras last Tuesday, by the Nor- 
wegian fruit steamer Rosario Di 
Giorgto, declare the latter vessel was 
to blame for the collision. 

Becks sald the Norwegian vessel, 
coming north, steamed betweén the 
colliers Marcellus and Leonidas, and 
deliberately turned around and ran 
right into the former. 

The crash of the vessels coming t.- 
gether threw many of the crew from 
their bunks, and several received bad 
bruises. 

Becks says the water began to pour 
into the jagged hole despite 
the constant working of the pumps. 

“Every man was at his post quickly 
and as soon as he reached the upper 
deck. There was excellent discipline, 
and when it was found that the water 
at the start was making smal] head- 
way there was little to do but stand 
by. Every one of the boats was low- 
ered away, and from the fruit steamer 
we could see their boats lowered 
The small boats of the 
Leonidas were quickly on the scene. 

“The water found its way from the 
magazine into the cargo hold, and 
from that time it began to gain. The 
crews’ quarters were flicoded, and they 
lost all of their effects.”
